CHANGE  YOUR  SOIL 

It  is  advisable  to  change  the  location  of  the  dahlia  bed  every  two  or 
three  years.  Most  all  plants  are  improved  by  change  of  soil  and  the  dahlia 
is  no  exception.  Flowers  will  be  larger  and  better  and  the  root  development 
decidedly  better.  In  many  yards  this  change  would  seem  to  be  impractical, 
as  but  one  location  has  been  left  for  the  dahlia  row-and  to  make  a  change 
would  necessitate  the  removal  of  other  plants  where  this  obstacle  would  be 
in  the  way  and  no  new  location  is  available.  Soil  may  be  removed  from  one 
portion  of  the  yard  in  exchange  for  soil  from  the  dahlia  bed.  Dig  a  trench 
eight  inches  deep  and  two  feet  wide  and  exchange  soil  for  soil  in  some  other 
portion  of  the  yard  or  bring  in  new  soil  from  some  other  source.  This 
at  first  glance  would  look  like  considerable  of  an  undertaking,  but  a 
man  or  lad  can  move  a  lot  of  soil  in  a  few  hours.  In  this  way  the  soil 
may  be  renewed  indefinitely  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  whatever  plants  are 
grown.  When  this  cannot  be  done  a  little  air  slacked  lime  every  two  or  three 
years  may  be  used,  but  the  lime  must  be  used  in  moderation.

It  has  quite  a  smooth  bark,  which  makes  it  almost 
impossible  for  insects  to  attack  it.  The  foliage  is  similar  to  the  American  Elm 
except  that  the  leaves  are  smaller  and  many  more  of  them,  making  it  very  dense 
in  foliage.  It  is  nearly  as  broad  as  it  is  tall,  which  makes  it  a  very  desirable  tree 
for  street  planting,  single  specimens  for  the  lawn  or  shade,  or  for  screens  or  wind¬ 
breaks.  It  grows  very  symmetrical,  and  for  quick  shade  it  is  a  superior  tree.  Its 
thin,  wiry  branches  give  it  a  very  graceful  appearance.  Being  a  native  of  Siberia, 
it  is  extremely  hardy  and  will  stand  the  coldest  winters,  while  in  warmer  climates 
it  is  almost  an  evergreen  tree  as  the  new  growth  of  leaves  come  on  as  the  old  ones 
are  falling.  It  is  one  of  the  first  trees  to  leaf  out  in  the  spring  and  the  last  to 
shed  its  leaves  in  the  fall.  The  Chinese  Elm  is  truly  a  wonderful  tree. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in  its  Bulletin  No.  945  says: 

“It  is  a  rapid  grower,  with  slender,  almost  wiry  branches.  It  is  one  of  the 
first  trees  to  leaf  out  in  the  spring  and  the  last  to  shed  its  leaves  in  the  fall. 
Remarkably  free  from  the  usual  plant  diseases  and  insect  injuries  so  common  in 
many  of  the  elms. 

“It  is  very  hardy  and  has  proved  valuable  under  a  greater  variety  of  climatic 
and  soil  conditions  than  any  tree  yet  introduced.  Very  favorable  reports  have  been 
received  from  practically  every  section  of  the  country. 

“Its  resistance  to  drought,  alkali,  and  extremes  of  temperature  render  it  an 
especially  valuable  tree.”

HEDGE  PLANTS 

There  are  many  plants  that  can  be 
used  as  a  hedge.  The  Privet  hedge 
makes  the  most  formal  of  any  and  can 
be  kept  trimmed  almost  to  any  shape 
desired.  The  shrubs  for  hedging  are  of 
a  lighter  grade  than  those  offered  as 
plants  for  the  garden,  and  where  one 
wants  a  taller  growing  hedge,  the  shrubs 
should  be  used. 


PRIVET 

Amoor  River.  A  very  hardy  northern 
grown  type,  vigorously  upright  and  tall 
growing.  The  leaves  are  dark  green, 
somewhat  lustrous,  should  be  planted, 
to  make  the  best  effect,  in  a  double  row 
six  inches  apart.  The  plants  in  the  row 
should  be  ten  inches  apart.  Plant  al¬ 
ternately  in  the  rows  so  as  to  give  it  a 
zigzag  effect.  Planting  this  way  takes 
24  plants  to  10  feet. 

English.  An  old-time  garden  type  of 
informal  habit.  Gray-green  bark  and 
foliage,  with  white  flowers  and  shining 
black  berries.  Plant  in  single  rows, 
eight  inches  apart;  15  plants  to  10  feet. 


SHRUBS 

Japanese  Barberry.  (See  description 
in  “Shrubs.”)  Plant  14-16  inches  apart. 
This  makes  a  hedge  about  two  feet  high. 

Spirea  Van  Houtte.  (See  description 
under  “Shrubs.”)  This  makes  a  hedge 
6-8  feet  high.  Plant  iy2-2  feet  apart. 

TREES 

Chinese  Elm.  For  a  tall  growing 
hedge  or  windbreak  on  farms,  estates, 
etc.  Will  grow  25-35  feet  high.  Plant 
3-4  feet  apart, 

Russian  Olive.  (See  description  under 
“Trees.”)  Grows  10-15  feet  high.  (Lower 
if  kept  trimmed  back.)  For  farms,  golf 
courses,  etc.  Plant  2  feet  apart.

F  possible,  plant  in  an  open,  sunny  situation.  Prepare 
the  soil  thoroughly  by  deep  digging.  Be  moderate  In 
the  use  of  both  manure  and  water.  Never  plant  when 
the  soil  is  wet.  Lay  the  tuber  flat  on  its  side  and  cover 
it  four  inches  deep,  pressing  the  soil  flrmly  on  the  tuber. 
Keep  the  soil  loose  and  mellow  by  frequent  hoeing, 
drawing  the  soil  to  a  slight  hillock  around  the  plant. 

Tall  growing  varieties  may  be  kept  fairly  dwarf  by  pinching 
out  the  tip  when  the  flrst  shoot  is  six  inches  high.  All  varieties 
growing  above  four  feet  should  be  tied  to  stout  stakes  to  hold 
them  in  position. 

3x3  feet  is  about  the  proper  distance  to  plant  apart. 

Keep  all  dead  flowers  trimmed  off. 

Dahlia  blooms  keep  much  better  if  cut  in  the  evening — about 
sunset — and  the  less  foliage  taken  off  with  the  flowers,  the  better 
for  both  plant  and  flower.  If  green  is  desired,  use  some  other 
green  of  better  keeping  qualities. 

After  frost  has  killed  the  tops,  dig  the  tubers  carefully,  re¬ 
move  the  soil  from  the  roots,  and  store  away  in  a  box  or  barrel 
secure  from  frost.  As  a  precaution  it  would  be  well  to  cover  the 
tubers  so  stored  with  sand,  leaves  or  moss. 

All  clumps  should  be  divided  into  several  pieces  before  being 
reset  the  following  spring.

HIS  question  is  often  asked,  and  yet  it  is  a  very  easy  one 
answered  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  answer  is  clearly 
apparent  to  all.  To  guarantee  the  life  of  plant  in  the 
hands  of  another  person  is  to  make  the  dealer  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  errors  and  inexperience  of  others,  not  to 
mention  freaks  of  weather  and  unfavorable  seasons,  cut 
worms,  insects,  bad  soil,  unfavorable  locations  and  many  other 
conditions,  over  which  the  dealer  has  no  control.  Then,  again, 
there  are  customers  who  buy  plants  so  late  in  the  season  that 
there  can  be  but  little  hope  of  success.  Most  dealers  are  ready 
and  willing  to  make  good  plants  that  are  dead  upon  arrival,  but 
it  would  be  unreasonable  to  ask  them  to  become  responsible  for 
the  future  life  or  conduct  of  a  plant  received  in  good  condition. 
Fortunately  the  percentage  of  loss  in  hardy  plants  is  small,  as 
they  are  very  tenacious  of  life.
